In the North American Iteriew Dr. C. 


A. White, of Washington, presents some 
important data which should guide Con- 
gress in providing lor artesian borings 
in the eroat arid region of the West. 
Last fall the Government made an un- 
successful attempt to sink an artesian 
well at Fort Lyon, Colorado. 
But it is 


proposed to renew the experiments at 
other more hopeful points. The pro- 
vince of the Government in this impor- 
tant undertaking should be to ascertain 
the areas of water-bearing formations 
•which may subsequently be pierced by 
private or State enterprise. Between 
the Arkansas awl South Platto atom** 
near the mountains, Dr. White thinks, 
there are two water-bearing strata, one 
of which can be reached by borings not 
less than two thousand feet deep, and 
the other about seven hundred feet 


While wells of this kind can not suffice 


for agricultural purposes, this writer 
shows that they would afford a good 
supply for watering large herds of cat- 
tle, besides supplying the wants of a 
hamlet of people. It has been demon- 
strated in Los Angelos and San Bernar- 
dino Counties, Cal., that an artesian 
well two hundred feet deep will discharge. 
water enough to irrigate one hundred 
acres of land. On the great Plains, ris- 
ing five thousand feet above the sea, the 
cost of boring to the great depths of the 
water-bearing formations is twelve pi- 
fifteen times as much as in California. 
But if the yield of wells sunk on the. 
Plains were one-fourth as large sis that 
of the Los Angelos wells, the country 
around would be habitable and adapted 
for grazing purposes. For the Govern- 
ment to attempt to bore artesian wells 
wherever scttlei s on the Plains ink for 
them would be. a foolish wa-te of money. 
But as both Dr. White and other au- 
thorities on the geology of the I lams 
eaatof the Kocky Mountain i have shown 
that a high degree of proh ibUity exuts 
that artesian wells can bcobtaide.l capa- 
ble of meeting the wants of men am 
cattle in this desert, tlie experimental 
borings ought to be continued, e-.|ieei:il- 
ly in the ea-.te.rn part of the dry phi'ean, 
where water may lie reached at IUM 
depth.-tf. r. fferil'i.

Tho July 
ear is about six inches in length, and the 
grains are soft, but there is no appearance 
of it having been touched by frost. The 
May ear is the best ot the throe, but all 
are fair specimens and tiro something of 
curiosities in the corn line.

United States of America, based ujion a 
paramount respect for, and fidelity to the 
National Constitution and lawn; to dis- 
countenance whatever tends to weaken 
loyalty, incites to insurrection, treason or 
rebellion, or in any manner impairs 1 1n- 
efficiency and permanency of onr free in- 
stitutions; and to encourage the spread 
of universal liberty, equal rights and jus- 
tice to all men. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


SEC. 1. Any honorably discharged sol- 


dier, sailor or marine, who has served 
faithfully in the suppression of the late 
rcl>ellion, shall be dibble to membership 
in this Post, and no person shall be eli- 
gible who 1ms at any time borne arms 
against the United States.

Fare the Toes of CoSts. 


It is not generally recognized how 


much harm comes to horses from tho 
simple overgrowth of the toes; and yet, 
in the case of young and nnshod horses 
especially, hafrlly anything is more de- 
structive to their soundness and perma- 
nent utility. Judging from the number 
of colts turned out everywhere with the 
whole winter growth on their toes, there 
(•cum* to be a surprising amount of ig- 
norance on this matter; and it becomes 
tli« more necessary to draw special at- 
tention to the need ot paring. 


A good average slope for the front of 


a healthy hoof is one forming an angle 
of forty-'live degrees with the ground on 
which it rests. 
In other words, if a 


perpendicular line were drawn upward 
from the toe, the line of the front of the 
hoof would be midway between such 
vertical line and the Hat surface of the 
siik; or ground. Hut the average foot 
giMws t';ir more rapidly at the toe than 
liio lii'ul, und wears off much more slow- 
ly.

But they are always ready to burst 
into a tumult of 
sound. They are 


waiting only for some one to stir, 
though it be but a member of their own 
company roused by a disturbing dream. 


Nobody hears ol the concert of Eu- 


rope unless when the whole flook of 
States has been awakened to full discord. 
The tuning of the instruments occupies 
so large a space in the performance that 
the harmony, if or when it is reached, 
scarcely seems to have furnished the 
occasion for calling the audience togeth- 
er. At the present time and for a long 
time past it is hardly possible to instance 
a single State which does not find cause 
for mortal anxiety in the designs, real 
or supposed, of its neighbors. 
Russia, 


besides her domestic cares, can not dis- 
semble that she dreads Germany, envies 
England, and is jealous of Austria. 
Austria reciprocates the sentiment of 
Russia, and has until lately been mis- 
trustful of Italy. Italy looks askance at 
France, and is alarmed that in any pos- 
sible territorial scramble she may fail to 
obtain her legitimate share. 
French 


aggressions in Tunis dismayed her. She 
is prepared to fall into a panic at imag- 
inary British encroachments on the Nile. 
Spam regards the North African coast 
as lying within her traditional province. 
She has recently discovered that as a 
Mediterranean Power she is bound to be 
scared by the chastisement of Arab mu- 
tineers. France is conscious of an obli- 
fation to convince herself of her strength 


y its use, while resolved to reserve her 
actual forces tor future and dissimilar 
contingencies. She wishes that nothing 
should be settled without her, and noth- 
ing be done by her. Holland and Bel- 
gium and Denmark are not free from 
their own grounds of apprehensions of 
changes outside which may affect them. 
New States like Greece and Roumania 
and Servia and Bulgaria are at the stage 
of national life when the demarcation of 
patriotism and selfishness is impercepti- 
ble. Turkey knows that she is looked 
upon by the entire Continent as a car- 
cass doomed to be cut up; she harbors, 
nevertheless, the grandest projects of 
retrieval and exaltation. Since the Ber- 
lin Congress this has been the relation 
of Europe in its several parts; yet Eu- 
rope lias managed to survive. 
There 


have been continual creaking and groan- 
ing. At two or three periods a spasm 
has traversed the mass which it was 
manifestly too dangerous not to endeav- 
or to tranquillize. Every commencing 
effort at pacification has on each occa- 
sion been followed by an outbreak of 
discords which have affrighted the world 
as if a beginning of dissolution. They 
are the regular raodo in which a Eu- 
ropean concert starts. 
After a little 


more experience mankind will refuse to 
be fretted excessively by such symptoms. 
They are a tribute to the vigor of the 
theme which finally dominates and har- 
monizes'the whole.—lamfort 
'fritth.
